The Winona Paper Company. 


With the growth of the paper making indus- 
try has come the day of greater enterprise in 
paper manufacture, the enlargement of mills 
and the establishment of great corporations 
which, by enlisting sufficient capital, are able to 
make the most available progress in the art and 
its products. The time has gone by when any 
sort of a building could serve as a paper mill, 
and when any person who conceived the notion 
could set up in the business. Once the paper 
mill was local, now it has lost or is fast losing 
that character, and must be run on broader com- 
mercial principles than when it had its market 
all to itself and cared little for what other mills 
might be doing. 

The paper mill of to-day must be constructed 
with an eye to the latest and most advanced im- 
provements in machinery and processes, the 
most economical administration and with care- 
ful consideration of location both with reference 
to supplies and markets and such other sur- 
roundings as will be efficient in producing the 
best results. Practical skill is necessary to 
govern and control all of the elements of manu- 
facture, and to this must be added scientific 
knowledge acquired by study and inquiry and 
observant intelligence. With these there must 
be prudence, energy, enterprise and business 
management to make the perfect paper maker. 

It will be seen that much is required of the 
paper maker of the present day, and that if all 
of these qualifications cannot be combined in 
one individual they can be shared by several 
who supplement in turn the characteristics of 
their associates. This combination of working 
force, aided by the union of moneyed capital, 
brings out and develops the grandest successes. 

One of the latest of the great paper manufact- 
uring concerns of Holyoke is well adjusted in its 
combination of the requisites above noted. The 
Winona Paper Company, the plan of whose 
mill is illustrated, is composed of men well 
known to the paper trade and in business cir- 
cles. The firm of H. C. Hulbert & Co. represents 
enterprise, integrity and solidity, and B. F. 
Hosferd, the manager and treasurer, who has 
been the practical manager of several mills, a 
dealer in paper materials and who is thoroughly 
acquainted with all of the ins and outs of the 
trade, has won an enviable reputation for in- 
tegrity, ability and push, rarely gaimed by a 
man of his years, and has reached his present 














position unaided and by force of his own en- | 


ergy. 
THE ‘‘ WINONA” MILL. 
This enterprise originated entirely with Mr. 


Hosford who has personally pushed it to comple- | 


tion. Even at this day when paper mills are 
projected with every conceivable improvement 
and upon an immense scale, and in a city which 
is the very centre of paper-making, the Winona 
mill is not dwarfed by any of its neighbors, and 
in many of its features it challenges the atten- 
tion of the trade. 

The arrangement of its buildings, in the form 
of a hollow square open at one corner, is an inno- 
vation said to be peculiar to this mill. This ar- 
rangement secures to every room an abundant 
supply of light from both sides. There are no 
dingy inner courts, no secluded rooms made less 
dismal by the aid of gas, and every part of each 
department has the full advantage of the sun- 
light as long as it lasts. In consequence of this 
the finishing and the process preparatory to 
washing and beating are done in a thorough 
manner, impossible in dark, poorly lighted apart- 
ments. This plan also secures the utmost econo- 
my and ease in handling. The stock is taken 
directly from the cars at one entrance and by a 


process, continuous throughout, is carried to the | 


cars within thirty feet from the starting point. 
The boilers, located in the centre, receive coal at 
the door, and distribute steam through fewer 
and shorter and more favorably situated pipes 
than would otherwise be possible, thereby secur- 
ing economy in fitting, and avoiding loss from | 
radiation and exposure to freezing. The Jarvis | 
setting, adapted to burning soft coal and screen- 
ings, has been successfully introduced here, so 
that, with the same evaporating surface, the | 
same amount of steam is produced at less cost 
than by other methods of setting. 

Many of the leading and shrewdest paper mak- 
ers of the day, after thorough scrutiny of the 
mill, have pronounced its proportions and gen- | 
eral arrangement the most complete, and for its 
purpose—the manufacture of paper at the lowest 
possible cost per pound—unsurpassed.

The managers of the Winona Company, real- 


izing that in this time of sharp competition the 
superiority of a sheet of paper depends more and 
| more upon the purity and brilliancy of its color, 
| have made provision for an abundant supply of 
| pure spring water by putting in near the bed of 
| the river the largest spring water filter in the 
city. The water is free from all impurities, and 
sufficient at all seasons for all the demands of a 
fine mill. 
The details of the Winona mill have been 
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he resigned to accept a similar position with one 
of his former employers. At present it is in the 
hands of James Finlay, who recently made the 
Wauregan mill so successful. With ample cred- 
it, a live man at the head as manager, an able 
corps of assistants, and a mill built simply for 
business, the Winona Paper Company ought to 
meet with permanent financial success.

Spontaneous Combustion. 





In treating this subject no account is to be tak- 
en of explosion of mixtures of finely divided 
substances and air, such as coal dust, flour and 
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| heretofore given in THe JOURNAL and it will 
not, therefore, be necessary to go over them. 
There are, however, some special points worthy 
of notice, and which will be of interest to read- 
| ers. The mill is built with a view to develop- 
ment and is thoroughly effective, embodying all 
of the latest improvements at the least cost; it 
has the largest engine producing capacity of any 
mill in the country having only one machine; 
the freighting facilities, already mentioned, can- 
not be improved upon; the general comprehen- 
siveness of its plans are specially remarkable and 
the abundant light and ventilation make it 
cheerful and pleasant to work in while facilitat- 
ing the outturn of good paper. It has been the 


| aim of the owners to provide abundance of re- 


serve power and capacity. The motive power is 
doubly ample, and the capacity for bleaching, 
washing and beating such that there need be no 
haste in these departments. 

The Winona mill has been running only eight 
weeks and now makes over five tons of paper 





Its facilities for receiving stock and shipping 
its product are not equaled by any other mill. | 
Both of the railroads entering the city stop their 
cars directly at the door, and the tracks run into 
the centre of the mill. Thus trucking is entirely 


daily. It may be regarded as a model mill in its 
management, construction, equipment and prod- 
duct. 

The mill was started by Alfred Whitney, for- 
merly of Fitchburg, Claremont and Bennington,

N. H., and run by him as superintendent, until 
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bran and wool in a state of fine division, &c., 
but of such substances as have the property of 
appropriating the elements of heat, and storing 
them, until sufficient temperature is reached to 
ignite the mass. 

Among such substances are cotton and woolen 
Sn charcoal, lampblack, coal, hay, 

c. 

The spontaneous combustibility of bodies may 
be referred to three sets of causes: 1. By spon- 
taneous explosion of highly combustible mix- 
tures, as gunpowder, nitro-glycerine,&c. 2. By 
direct chemical action, as the combustion of 
metallic potassium on the coming in contact 
with water. 3. By “‘eremacausis,” or slow com- 
bustion, as the rotting of a log or ignition of 
cotton waste. 

The causes of the effects termed spontaneous 
combustion come under the last two heads. 

The fact that waste (either cotton or wool), 
saturated with oil, is liable under favorable, 
and frequently occurring, circumstances to spon- 
taneous ignition, is too well established to require 
any proof. How many times do we read of the 
destruction of cotton mills and machine shops 
by fire, and “the cause of the fire unknown.” 
In such cases the chances are very largely in fa- 
vor of the cause being that waste soaked with

moisture is very favorable to oxidation, in- 
creasing the rapidity; therefore, if the waste is 
kept dry it is in diminished danger of ignition. 
Other things being equal, mineral oils are less 
liable to spontaneous combustion than animal 
or vegetable; non-drying than drying; heavy 
than light, the reason being, in the latter case, 
that the flashing pointe and burning points of 
heavy oils are much higher than light. 
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Silks have been known to spontaneously ignite. 
The late Prof. Wise, in his ‘‘Through the Air,” 
states that he lost several balloons through this 
property. 

In these examples, doubtless, the varnish 
was thechief cause. Charcoal and lampblack 
are both very susceptible to spontaneous com- 
bustion. Both possess the property of absorb- | 
ing and retaining gases to a wonderful de- | 
gree. The oxygen is appropriated from the | 
atmosphere and stored within the porous mass | 
until a sufficient quantity has been condensed | 
to raise the carbon to incandescence. In this 
absorption of oxygen from the atmosphere, a 
species of natural selection seems to be exerted, 
by which the nitrogen is refused and the oxygen 
appropriated, 

As before stated, spontaneous combustion is 
greatly aided by moisture, and in some cases no | 
ignition can be brought about without its pres- | 
ence, A drop of moisture on a window pane is | 
often sufficient to cause an explosion in a lamp- | 
black mill. | 

If a drop of perspiration or of water falls in | 
a pile of lampblack the moistened portion is | 
instantly carried out of the building, for that | 
spot would begin to heat and continue until ig- | 
nition took place, and the little incandescent | 
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nucleus would gradually extend until the whole 
place would be on fire. + eet 

The cause of spontaneous combustion of coal 
has not been so definitely established. It is 
thought by some to be the oxidation and decom- 
position of iron pyrites, the heat thus produced 
firing the mass. 

This will not, however, account for all the 
cases of spontaneous combustion of this article, 
as coal free from pyrites is quite as liable to 
ignite as ‘‘brassy” coal, 

The real cause is probably the same as in the 
case of charcoal and lamp-black, ¢. ¢., occlusion 
of oxygen within its pores. In the year 1874, 4 
per cent. of all vessels carrying coal were de- 
stroyed by the spontaneous combustion of their 
cargoes. The prevention of this has been at- 
tempted by the expulsion of air from the hold 
and bunkers by means of carbonic acid gas. 

Farmers are aware of the charring of the 
interior of a haystack when the hay is not prop- 
erly cured. 

All cereals are supporters of animal parasit 
ic life. These parasites breathe oxygen or give 
off carbonic acid. They thus form mediums for 
the storing of oxygen. Vegetable parasites 
absorb oxygen in their spores; and both animal 
and vegetable are liable to ferment. If the 
hay be stacked wet, by a process of budding 
these parasites increase enormously—constantly 
increasing the supply of oxygen and causing the 
mass to heat until the interior is charred or the 
whole consumed. ; 

If, on the other hand, the hay be thoroughly 
cured by spreading in the sun until the juices 
of the plant are dried up and all parasitic life 
detroyed, its liability to spontaneous combustion 
is reduced to a minimum.

The Preservation of Wood.

The method cummin wood for flumes, 
piles, timbers, shingles, &c., so that it will resist 


The destruction of wood by rot and by fire 
is in effect the same, except that the latter is 
a more rapid form of combustion (oxidation) 
than the former. 

Wood, in rotting, is as truly burned, and the 
amount of heat given out during the process just 
as great, as when destroyed by fire, the only dif- 
ference being that one is slow combustion, ex- 
tending over a period of months or years, while 
in the other case the oxidation of the fibres takes 
place in a few hours or minutes. The destruc- 
tion being the same, the methods guarding 
against it must necessarily be identical in prin- 
ciple. 

The principle on which the preservation of 
wood is based is the coagulation or expulsion of 
the sap and the impregnation or substitution by 
mineral matter. 

Seasoning, or allowing wood to be exposed 
to the action of the atmosphere, by which the 
liquids are dried up, is the simplest attempted 
form of preservation. 

The process of charring, or carbonation of the 
fibre, is the next most simple and is a more 
effective method, provided the charred portion 
is treated to a coat of tar. Uncharred wood is 
not more imperishable than charred, for the 
reason that the coating of charcoal absorbs 
moisture and oxygen, thereby hastening decay ; 
but if, after charring, a coat of tar be applied 
the wood is very materially protected. Timber 
80 prepared will last, exposed to the action of 
the atmosphere or under water, and is also pro- 
tected from animal parasites. This method is 
used by farmers for the protection of fence 
posts. 

The preservation of timber by injection is the 
most effective method. Timber is injected slowly 
by capillary attraction, or rapidly and more 
effectually by hydrostatic pressure. 

The effects of injection are the coagulation 
and hardening of the albumen in those cases in 
which the sap is not forced out, or, where 
thorough injection is effected, the substitution of 
mineral matter for sap. 

The processes employed should be in every 


| case adapted to the work to be performed by 


the timber. 

For railroad ties, tannic injections, followed 
by sesquioxide of iron (with a resultant of tan- 
nate of iron), is found to answer well. 

When wood has to stand the action of water, 
as in piles, for instance, there should be used 
injections that cannot readily be dissolved out. 
Creosote (oil of tar) is probably the best injection 
that can be used for this purpose. 

There are many other chemicals yielding more 
or less satisfactory results, among them solu 
tions of borax, corrosive sublimate, chloride of 
zinc, sulphate of copper (blue stone, blue copper), 
and chloride of calcium, silicates, &c. An in- 
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jection of sulphate of iron (followed by car- 
bonate of soda) forms an insoluble product which 





answers very well for ties, &c. The injection 
of timber with hot liquid resin is also recom- 
mended by some. 

In preserving against fire it is necessary that | 
the chemicals employed shall not undergo any 
change by great heat, and therefore many solu- 
tions which would thoroughly preserve wood from 
rot will not answer against fire. One of the best 
preservatives against fire istungstate of soda. 
Wood prepared with it is practically fire proof. 

Other fire-proofing methods are employed, 
such as injections of zinc and iron salts, which 
are claimed to render wood fire or rot proof. 

The cost of fire-proofing wood is not very great. 
The price of shingles of the lowest grade after 
injection is about the same as the best cedar 
shingles.

Correspondence. 


Holyoke Notes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





Ho.oyKe Mass., January 13, 1881. 

As long as the prospect of a winter drought 
remains imminent, the subject of the weather 
and the state of the river will furnish the prin- 
cipal topic of news, especially in a season rather 
devoid of interesting occurrences. The water 
fell so low at the close of last week that the 
Water Power Company closed the head gates 
one night, and the paper mills were obliged to 
shut down entirely for twelve hours. But on 
Monday we had a good rain and the river rose 
to a point a foot above the flash-boards, giving 
head enough to furnish full power through the 
week at least. So much snow and water to- 
gether have fallen during the past fortnight that 
the surface of the ground is covered with ice or 
pretty solid snow, and every little thaw must be 
sensibly felt by the river. This relieves anxiety 
somewhat for the near future. The manufact- 
urers feel about as ill prepared to shut down as 
they were last fall, and they all seem to have 
plenty of orders. Many are working on govern- 
ment contracts and specialties which keep them 
so busy that they begrudge an hour’s lost time | 
as much as ever. Most of the Holyoke mills 
have such business connections that they can keep 
running when smaller concerns have no trade 
and the agreements to shut down to limit pro- 
duction are generally concessions on their part. 

The brick work at the new Syms & Dudley 
paper mill, which has been interrupted so much 
by storms and severe cold, is resumed, and ten 
of the drainers are nearly completed. Six more 
will be put in afterwards. The walls of some of | 
the main buildings will be begun as soon as pos- | 
sible, steam pipes being run into the ground to 
assist the excavating. The company thinks it is | 
going to have the best mill in Holyoke, and it is 
certainly going to be an establishment of toad | 
capacity. 

The Winona paper mill is turning off ition | 
seven tons of book paper a day with its one ma- | 
chine. Although Mr. Hosford, the agent, had a 
good deal of trouble in starting the mill, when 
everything was new, he has now got the estab- 
lishment into good shape, and things are run- 
ning smoothly under the new superintendent, 
James Finlay. The large mills of the Water 
Power Company, which are to accommodate the 
envelope factory and the blank book establish- 
ment, are being finished off inside, and both con- 
cerns will take possession of the buildings as soon 
as they are ready. The company has given the 
contract for four boilers of seventy horse-power 








each, and when the entire square is built up there 
will be six more boilers of similar capacity. 
These are to furnish power, if required, and 
heat, but, ordinarily, most of the tenants will 
depend upon the water wheels for power. 

The rag dealers, who usually do a thriving 
business in Holyoke, complain that trade is ter- 
ribly dull here now. They try to hold to their 
prices, but they find that the mills get many odd 
lots at reduced figures. With the prospect of a 
better flow of water, the hopes of the regular 
dealers revive, for they know the manufact- 
urers must soon stock up more heavily with con- 
tinued full production. As the spring draws 
nearer the outlook for a good trade during the 
coming season is brightening.

Obituary. 





T. Newton Kurrz., 

T. Newton Kurtz died at his residence, No. 261 
Maryland avenue, Baltimore, Md., on January 
9, from the effects of a stroke of paralysis re- 
ceived on the 6th of May, 1879. Mr. Kurtz was 
born at Hagerstown, Md., on June 28, 1822, and 





was educated at Pennsylvania College. He was 
the son of the late Rev. Benjamin Kurtz, D. D., 
LL. D., a distinguished theologian, and editor of 
the Lutheran Observer. For many years Mr. 
Kurtz was his father’s publisher of that paper, 


and during his father’s life became owner of the 
same.

In 1846, when 
fortune had not quite abandoned him, he opened 
a wine shop called the “ Petit Pot,” at the barrier 
of Clinchy. Latterly he made some money by 
advancing small sums to hawkers, green grocers 
and his colleagues, who had to pay handsomely 


for the accommodations. 


Tightening Pulleys. 





The friction of a belt upon a pulley depends 
upon the pressure or tightness and upon the num- 
ber of degrees of contact. It is independent of 
the pulley diameter or of the pulley width. 
Generally, belts running from the large to the 
small pulley slip on the large and not on the 
smallone. Tightening pulleysare placed on the 
slack side of the belt near the small pulley. They 
increase the friction of driving. They should 
always be as large in diameter and as free as 
possible. The best tightener is the weight of 
the belt on the slack side. Loose belts last long- 
er than tight ones. Horizontal and inclined 
belts are better than vertical and short ones, as 
requiring less tightening.

Loose PuLLEYs.—Loose pulleys require con- 
stant attention and much oil, and are very hard 
on the belt. It is best to have them a trifle 
smaller than the tight pulley, and with a step or 
flange running up to the diameter of the tight 
one. This takes the strain off the belt and the 
friction from the pulleys.

EASTERN STATES. 
Vernon Brothers are putting up a storehouse 
150 feet long, at Russell, Mass. 


Nearly all of the paper mills in Connecticut 
were obliged to run on half-time for a week, 
owing to the low state of the water all round. 
The heavy rain of last Monday has set them all 
going full again. Every pond, stream and river 
is full, and with the more moderate weather it 
is probable that there will be an abundant sup- 
ply of water until summer. 

The new mill replacing the burnt Obenauer, 
of the Reade Paper Company, Norwich, Conn., 
is being rapidly pushed forward and is expected 
to be ready early in the spring. The machine 
will be wholly new, and is being built at the 
Lowell Machine Shop. 

The new well of the Winona Paper Company, 
Holyoke, produces an astonishing supply of pure 
spring water, which is used freely in all of the 
beaters and washers, and in the Gould engine, 
vats and machine. 

Wilkinson Brothers & Co., Birmingham, 
Conn., are building their new pulp mill with 
great rapidity. They have set three new steel 
boilers with the Jarvis Furnace to burn cheap 
fuel. They are also constructing three soda ash 
reclaimers with the same furnace. 


The Russell Paper Company, Lawrence, Mass., 
has purchased a Lawrence high speed engine for 
its Lawrence mills. 

F. W. Bird, Hollingsworth & Co., East Wal- 
pole, Mass., are setting a new Benzon steel 
boiler and resetting an old boiler at their lower 
mill with the Jarvis furnace.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The monetary situ- 
ation was characterized by a continued ease, and 
the supply of capital offering for both specula- 
tive and business purposes at easy rates was 
abundant, and in fact almost in excess of the de- 
mand.

The Government Bond market was quite act- 
ive throughout the week, and some heavy 
purchases were made for the account of the 
banks and other financial institutions. The 
changes in prices were, however, very slight, 
4}¢s. and 4s. showing an advance of \¢ per cent.

THE PAPER TRADE.—Although dealers 
are by no means active, some improvement is 
reported since last week, and there is a very en- 
couraging feeling among the dealers for a good 
spring trade.

PaRT I.—CONTINUED. 

Sulphate of Tin Solution.—Upon 3 kilogs. of 
tin filings there are poured in an enameled ves 
sel of earthenware 12 kilogs. of pure hydro- 
chloric acid. After a couple of hours there are 
added 100 grams of sulphuric acid of 66° Be., and 
this is repeated at intervals of two hours until 
the requisite quantity of 8 kilogs. of sulphuric 
acid shall have been added. The liquid is subse- 
quently diluted with distilled water, and kept in 
air-tight glass vessels. Should the mixture of the 
acids be made all at once, the solution would 
prove useless for all practical purposes. 

Pink.—The sulphate of tin is used as a mor- 
dant for cochineal in order to produce a genuine, 
very handsome pink. For every two parts of 
cochineal 3 parts of undiluted tin solution will 
be necessary. The final dyeing will give better 
results at an elevated temperature than by the 
cold process.

Cutch is the extract of the ‘Mimosa catechu,” 
imported from the East Indies. It is frequently 
adulterated. Good quality cutch should be dis- 
tinguished by an acrid taste; it should be easily 
friable and entirely soluble in boiling water. It 
is put up in mats, the bales weighing 50 kilogs. 
Bombay cutch contains about 52 per cent. of 
tannin and Bengal cutch 40 percent. Thecolors 
emanating from the dyestuff are perfectly fast. 
It is a dye absolutely indispensable where brown 
tints and their fashionable modifications are to 
be produced. The prepared cutch, such as is met 
with in commerce, is a product treated with red 
chromate of potash, frequently giving less de- 
sirable results than the red extract. Upon alum 
or sulphate of alumina cutch only produces faint, 
yellowish brown colors, but these are materially
